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Vocational Studies Prepare 
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The electronics department is divided into two 
Specific courses; Introduction to Electronics and 
Electronics Technology (two years). 

The introductory course is to familiarize the stu- 
dent with various electronics components identifica- ET 
tion and basic AC and DC theory. This class includes * за 
freshmen and sophomores. 

Electronics Technology presents the necessary 
information for technical training in electronics prin- 
ciples, vacuum tubes and transistors needed for all 
electronics circuits. This class includes juniors and 
seniors. 

The electronics classes have installed speakers 
in the hallways of Pocahontas County High School 
this year. 


Another vocational class is Agriculture Science. 
The class includes the study of plant and animal 
science, community leadership training, and farm family 
living. The plant and animal science areas are geared to 
the type of agriculture in the community and to the par- 
ticular interest of the student.

One interesting vocational class is the commercial 
foods class. The class meets two hours each day. 

The program is planned around three phases. The 
first phase involves studying the food service industry, 
cooking principles, and table settings. The second phase 
is individual laboratory experiences. The final phase in- 
volves planning, preparing, and serving meals to faculty 
members. 

After the program is completed, field trips are 
taken to various restaurants to observe types of service 
and facilities available.
